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DETAILED ACTION 
Claim Rejections - 35 USC § 102 

The following is a quotation of the appropriate paragraphs of 35 U.S.C. 102 that 
form the basis for the rejections under this section made in this Office action: 
A person shall be entitled to a patent unless - 

(e) the invention was described in (1) an application for patent, published under section 122(b), by 
another filed in the United States before the invention by the applicant for patent or (2) a patent 
granted on an application for patent by another filed in the United States before the invention by the 
applicant for patent, except that an international application filed under the treaty defined in section 
351 (a) shall have the effects for purposes of this subsection of an application filed in the United States 
only if the international application designated the United States and was published under Article 21(2) 
of such treaty in the English language. 

Claims 1-36 are rejected under 35 U.S.C. 102(e) as being anticipated by Khan 
(2001/0056395). 

Khan discloses a programmable apparatus and corresponding method, and 
computer readable memory for internet bargaining comprising providing a pricing hint to 
a first computer connected to a network, a second computer connected to the network, 
a database in the memory of the second computer, a program in the memory of the 
second computer for causing the first computer to display the pricing hint (p.1, 13 to p.2, 
16; p.3, 63-65; p.4, 70; and p. 14, 163-164); program determines the pricing hint based 
on historical data (p.1, 13 to p.2, 16; p.3, 63-65; p.4, 70; and p.14, 163-164); program 
determines the pricing hint based on current prices (p.1, 13 to p.2, 16; p.3, 63-65; p.4, 
70; and p. 14, 163-164); program provides the pricing hint based on market value (p.1, 
13 to p.2, 16; p.3, 63-65; p.4, 70; and p.14, 163-164); selecting an item on which to bid, 
invoking a bid advisor program, selecting a type of bid assistance, and determining a 
pricing hint based on the type of bid assistance selected (p.1 , 13 to p.2, 16; p.3, 63-65; 
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p.4, 70; and p. 14, 163-164); a server computer, a client computer, a database, a 
network connecting the server computer, the client computer, and the database, a bid 
advisor program installed on said server computer, wherein the bid advisor program 
causes the client computer to display the pricing hint (p.1, 13 to p. 2, 16; p. 3, 63-65; p.4, 
70; and p.14, 163-164); and a web browser program installed on said client computer 
(p.1, 13 to p.2, 16; p.3, 63-65; p.4, 70; and p.14, 163-164).
